to appear HI the district attor- 
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ney’s office at lO a.m. Thurs 
day. ■ . 

APPEAflANCE EXPECTED 
However, a source in the of- 
fice of Criminal Sheriff Louis 
A. Heyd Jr. said' the subpena 
would not be served Wetoes- 
day. He said Johnson was ex- 
pected to appear Thursday. It 
is believed &e subpena will be 
served thra if necessary. ; 

BdrteJO^, an attorney for 
the zi-year-ola Beauboeuf, 
lotted a complaint; mth the 
policy department last monte 
claiming that die two officers 
attempted to bribe his client 
and threatened him. 

; Trosclair said that after 
questioning as many persons 
as possible, inclndhig Bean- 
boenfs wife, tee department 
could find no other eiddence 
I of infimidation attempts. 

One reporter asked Trosdair 
if the police department con- 
cluded that the men are . in- 
nocent of the bribery accusa- 
tion in the eyes of the law. 

The acting superintendent first 
noted that the officers had 
acknowledged offering money 
and a job wiib an airline to 
Beauboeuf.

He 1 then moted that federal, 
tate and city authorities re- 
ard informants financially, 
d added, “We do not interpret 
as; a vioaKion.” 

Trosclair also said he listen-

Metairie law offices of attor- 
ney in which

■^lasting Garrison tactics, 
Trosclair said that conversa- ; 
ons on the- tape showed that ; 
e officers offered to formalize i 
e arangement for information ; 
a contract. 

•“Does it stand to reason that 
anyone was going to do any- 
ing illegal they would sign a 
ontract?” Trosdair asked. 

Klein challenged Trosdair to 
play the recording -:in public 
and let the public decide wheth- 
er a felony was committed! ! 

The attorney said it is “a sad ;

NO REASON GIVEN ' 
James L. Alcock, the assistant 
district • attorney who obtained 
the, subpena of the Kentwood 
man, declined to discuss the 
reason for its issuance. • 
Kentwood is Shaw’s birth- , 
place. Garrison charged that 
;Shaw conspired in New Or- 
ieahs to kill President John F. 
Kennedy with Lee Harvey Os- 
wald and David W. Ferrie. He 
has recently charged that 
Shaw also; conspired with Jack 
Rnby, wha, killed Oswald and 
later died of cancer. Ferrie is 
aiso deceased. 

. The jBev. Mr. Johnson, who 
is also a merchant in Kentwood, 
was an unsuccessful candidate 
for governor in 1963.
